New York, Aug. 3.— Another effort to 
perfect a truce between the great army 
of steel workers and tho giant corpora- 
tions which employs it, has failed, and 
tonight tlie conflicting sides are as sharp 
and widely divided as ever. The lead- 
ers on both sides met here again this 
morning and after a day of fruitless con- 
ference and discussion parted in a spirit 
that shows no tinge of conciliation. 
Neither side would surrender a position 
or concede a point in the dispute in 
which they are involved, and present in- 
dications point to a renewal with vigor 
of the struggle. 

The lirst conference of tiic day was be- 
tween President Shaffer and twelve of 
his associates on the executive board of 
the Amalgamated Association, and a 
group of oflloialB of tho United States 
Kteel corporation, headed by J, P, Mor- 
gan and President Schwab. At the end 
of un hour tho conference parted, hav- 
ing failed to reach an agreement. 

The other conference was participated 
m only by the olllcials of the Amalga- 
mated Association. It was a secret ses- 
sion, lusting over two hours, at the close 
of which tho following statement was 
given to the president: 

"We, the members of the executive 
board of the Amalgamated Association of 
Iron, Steel and Tin Workers, consider- 
ing it incumbent upon us to enlighten tho 
public through the press with reference 
lo the present relations between our 
Association and the United States Steel 
Corporation, present the following state- 
ment. 

"The officials of tho United States 
Steel Corporation, instead of resuming 
negotiations where they were suspended 
at the conference held on July 11, 12 
and lfl, have withdrawn tho proposi- 
tions made at .that time, and are now 
offering much less than they agreed to 
sign for. The following is the proposi- 
tion which the United States Steel Cor- 
portion gave us today as its ultimatum: 

"It will bo observed that tho preamble 
states simply that the United States 
Steel Corporation olllcials will advise 
settlement by the undersigned compan- 
ies: 

"Preamble — Conditions under which 
we nro willing to advise a settlement of 
the labor difficulties. 

"Tin Plate Company— Should proceed 
under the contract signed with the 
Amalgamated Association of July? 1, 
1901. 

"American Stoel IT nop Company— Com- 
pany should sign the scale for all the 
mills owned by the American Steel Hoop 
Company, that were signed for Inst year. 

"American Sheet Stool Co.— Company 
should sign the scalo for all tho mills of 
this company that were signed for last 
year, except the old Meadow mill and 
the Saltsburg mills. 
THE STRIKERS PROPOSITION. 

"We desire lo preface our proposition 
by directing attention to the fact that 
it is a modification of that which was 
offered originally. At the last confer- 
once, as ut the one preceding it, we re- 
(Ulired the signature of the scales for all 
the mills owned and operated by the 
United States Steel Corporation, while 
in the proposition given below we ask 
that the scales be signed for none but 
those mills which are organized and 
whore the men ceasing to work have 
signified their desire to be connected with 
the Amalgamated Association. 

"This modification has been made lie- 
cause the trust olllcials declared that we 
wished to force men into the organiza- 
tion against their will, and desire. Wo 
therefore asked that the scale be signed 
for only those men who desired it. 

"Now comes the proposition of the 
Amalgamated Association: 

"We. tho members of the executive 
board of the Amalgamated Association, 
hereby present the following proposition 
as a 'reply to that received from the 
United States Steel Corporation. 

"Sheet Mills— All mills signed for last 
year with the exception of Saltsburg and 
Seottdale, and with the addition of Mc- 
Keesport and Wellsville. 

"Hoop Mills.— All mills now known to 
In 1 organized, viz: Youngstown, Olrnrd, 
Oroenville, Pmnerery, Lindsay, MeOut- 
cbenn. Clark, Bnr Mill. Monessen. Ningo, 
12-inch and 0-inch and Hoop mills of the 
Cleveland Rollins Mill Company. Tin 
mills, all mills except Monessen. 

"Note— All other matters of detnil to 
he loft for settlement by tho conference. 

"We furthermore wish to state that 
onr purpose in coming to New York 
was not because wo doubted our presi- 
dent, T. .1. Shaffer, and our secretary. 
John Williams, who have our confidence 
and endorsement, but in the hope of ob- 
taining a settlement of the strike." 

Mr. Schwab spoke first for the em- 
ployers, and was followed by Mr. Mor- 
gan. Thov declined to make nnv modifi- 
cation of the terms offered by them just 
one week ago. ., 

Mr. Shaffer, and the other men of the 
Amalgamated Association, insisted that 
more liberal terms bo offered to them. 
There was a general discussion as to 
the whole proposition involved, and each 
mill, the unionization of which has 
been disputed, was considered in de- 
tail When either side had fully express- 
ed itself tho steel olllcials withdrew 
from the room in order to let the labor 
representatives confer privately. the 
latter decided to reject the offer of the 
Steel Corporation and when Mr. S<-bwab 
returned to the room so informed him. 

Mr. (Morgan and his two partners wit b- 
flrew almost at once and n little later Hie 
\tmalginnatcd men took their leave also. 
The latter went at once to the Stevens 
House, ami after a hastv lunch, went in- 
to executive session. It was 2 nel°<'k 
when their meetifc: began and at -j:l.> 
o'clock President .Shaffer came down into 
the lobby and announced that they Ivan 
concluded their work here ami would 
leave at once for their homes.

Winnipeg Exhibition, Just Closed 
the Most Successful 
on Record, 



Winnipeg, Aug. 3.— (Special.)— 'Mani- 
toba's wheat harvest starts next week 
in southern Manitoba, and will be on 
north of tho main line of C. P. It. the 
week after. It will be a bumper crop 
and efforts are being mado to bring in 
20,U(X) harvesters who will begin arriv- 
ing next Thursday by train loads. 

Tho average will be 25 to 30 bushels 
to the acre and the quality will be best, 
the weather for the past few weeks hav- 
ing been right kind for ripening. 

It is regarded as marvellous that.thirty 
thousand farmers can raise between 50,- 
000.000 and 00,000,000 bushels of wheat. 

Tho exhibition just closed has been the 
greatest in the history of the country.

"Americans" day 
brought in fifteen thousand from Dakota 
and (Minnesota.

Vancouver, Aug. 3.— (Special) — Tho 
Fraser river is alive with sockeyes, the 
run averaging between 300 and -100 to 
tin, boat, many boats being loaded down 
with G00 and 700 fish. The same wol- 
omo news comes from North Arm, the 
Eraser and Canoe Pass. At Anacortes 
the traps are so blocked with fish that 
the dinners were unable to lift any on 
Friday nt all. 

Mr. Hardwick, an Englishman, was 
tho only passenger from Dawson on the 
Hating, arriving this morning from 
Skngway, who brought out treasure. 

He cashed at the government assay 
office, 110 ounces of gold, which ran 
over #17 to the ounce. It was from 
Bonanza Creek. Mr. Hardwick said 
that the Ilumbolt, which left the same 
time as the Dating, took practically ail 
the passengers and gold to Seattle. 

He said that as yet there was no word 
in Dawson to the effect that a one per 
cent, rebate would he allowed at Vic- 
toria or Vancouver. He did not know it 
rati] he saw a telegram from -Ottawa 
posted up on the Hating announcing the 
fact. Mr. Hardwick said that these in- 
ducements would make no difference, as 
United States citizens would go to Sc- 
ittle. Nearly all the miners were United 
States citizens, and Vancouver would 
see very little Klondike gold. He was 
an Englishman and came to his own 
ountry; if he had been n citizen of tho 
United States he would have gone 
straight to Seattle. 

Mr. Hardwick expressed himself very 
strongly in regard to what he termed tho 
folly of the government in establishing 
the oiliee in Vancouver instead of Daw- 
son. He said that miners did not care to 
lug out gold; it required to be watched 
night and day, and \y.as cumbersome to 
pack. If they got any fair returns at 
all they would cash it before leaving 
Dawson, then Canada would got the 
gold and the government a good profit 
in exchange and charges. Mr. Hard- 
wick said that the big treasure would 
not commence to cnirie out until about 
September. Most of the miners were 
busy cleaning up at present. 

Y plebescite was put to tho people to- 
day -to ascertain their wishes regarding 
the location of the Carnegie library, 
whether it should be put on tho city 
property next to the market hall, on 
Westminster avenue, in the east end, or 
whether the city should buy a lot for 
the purpose on the corner of Hamilton 
and Fender streets. ?f the central part 
of (he city, or what the east enders 
claim would be the west end.

1 understand that steps are on 
foot in New York for the formation of 
an American line to West Africa. I be- 
lieve it will be an advantageous under- 
taking as the nil, timber and such pro- 
ducts now used in Lib. rin ami other 
West African countries come from Am- 
erica, bv way of linghuid. A direct 
service would obviate this miscarriage 
of profits.

If Am- 
erican oegroes would tn];o up this branch 
they would have a grent future on the 
West Coast, where they can stand the 
climnte as well as a white man. We 
nrp working slowly and' steadily in the 
endeavor to find a common basis of gov- 
ernment for our civilized and native 
population.

We are endeavoring to avoid 
the mistake so patent in the crown col- 
onies around us of forcing our ideas upon 
the natives. A gradual assimilation of 
customs is the only way of dealing with 
the problem, and how successful we have

The Chinese youth wandered off 
into a cabin and when be came out a 
long knife came with him, and— so the 
twenty fellow employees in the brick- 
yard "say— also a stout Isoking axe. 
Brandishing the knife in one hand, and 
with the axe in the other, the belliger- 
ent Chink rushed over to where bis 
uncle, stood ond again demanded his 
wages. The Chinese still refused to give 
up. and reached forward to grasp file 
hand in which the youth held the knife.

Transcontinental Railway Sys- 
tems Preparing to Accom- 
modate Business. 



Description of Ocean Leviathans 
Being Constructed For the 
Great Northern. 



Tho steamer Duko of Fire arrived at 
Hie Outer wharf, this morning oarly 
from fDacoina and sailed later for 
the usual ports o( call in China and 
Japan. She lias ;i lull cargo of flour, 
cotton, machinery ami general nierchan- 
dise, in fact a miscellaneous cargo of 
every sort and kind of jjooils that finds 
a sale in the Orient. Tho shipments are 
continually growing, for month by mouth 
tho increase is noted, particularly in 
Hour and cotton. <?f which products the 
Orientals. IxjtU Chinese, Japanese, For- 
iiiDsans, Koreans ami Cossacks of Hus- 
siau Asia are large buyers. Little of 
the Hour is shipped from Canada, which 
is u matter thai could lie remedied, for 
with the large wheat crop of the Cana- 
dian North West it is indeed strange 
that more Hoar anil grain products are 
not shipped from Western Canada to the 
Orient. 

That the owners of the various lines 
now operating to the Orient are getting 
ready to cope with the increasing trade 

is plainly shown from the recent vo- 

mients in improving the fleets. The rail- 
ways are securing steamers, each line a 
licet for themselves, .the Northern Pa- 
cific Railway Company recently acquir- 
ing the DodweTl fleet in pursuance of 
such a policy. The Great Northern Kail- 
way has freight arrangements with the 
Nippon-Yusen Knisha line, whose steam- 
ers, because of the increased shipment 
of freight, have been doubled and run 
twice as frequently as heretofore, and 
the O. P. 18. arc now reported "to lie 
arranging for larger steamers to replace 
their three Empresses on the Oriental 
route. 

The (Leviathans of the Pacific freight: 
ers will, hbwever, he those two monster 
steamers which are being built at X"w 
London for the Great Northern Itaihvay. 
the following description of which is 
given by the Brooklyn Eagle: 1 

"When the two enormous ships now j 
being built for the Great Northern Hail- [ 
road Company are turned over to that 
company it will possess the two largest 
freight carrying steamships now afloat. 
Each of them is nearly two and a half 
blocks long. If placed in the average city 
street one of these big ships would fill 
it so that there would barely he room 
for men to pass by, while the officers of 
the bridge of tho ship would be able' to 
look into the sixtli or seventh story win- 
dows -of a sky-scraper. 

"It will probably be two years before 
either of the two ships will approach 
completion, and it is likely to be two 
years and a half before they can !»• 
launched. Eight hundred men are work- 
ing in the yards of the Eastern Ship 
Building Company, opposite New l oo- 
don. Conn., and practically Hi" wliolo 
force is being concentrated on the work 
of building the two big freighters. The 
keels have already been laid and some 
of the centre frames have been placed 
in position. To the uninitiated there is 
little to indicate that two vast ships are 
heinc built, for the preliminary scaffold- 
ing looks like that used in building a 
homo. 

'•Nearly as much freight n« could be 
stored in" three big city warehouses ran 
go in fhe holds of each of these two big 
ships. The actual dimensions of the ves- 
sels are: (',30 feet long. 7:'. feet wide, and 
Eifi feet doon Tacit will have n displace- 
ment of :',:!.nOO tons. The biggest p;'s- 
^•nL'cr steamship now afloat is the 
Oceanic of the White Star line. The 
dimensions of the Oceanic are: Length. 
7(M feel: width. f.S feel: depth. 10 feet: 
displacement. 28.r>00 tons. From 'these 
figures it can be seen that while the 
Oceanic is longer than either of the two 
mammoth freighter* building nt New 
London, the Great Northern boats have. 
ncvertbt-Beissl. a grr/rter- f Ispf^emen '. 
The displacement of a freight steamship 
is as a rub', a reliable indication of | 
the ship's cargo carrying capacity, and 
the now boats therefore, will each have 
■i greater currying space than the Ocean- 
ic" even if that vessel were lifted for 
transporting freight instead of passen- 
gers. 

••There will be no place for fripperies 
on the new ships. Each will be. about 
as handsome as a mud scow, but as use- 
ful as a pin. Then- will be no accommo- 
dation for passengers, if the original 
plans are carried out. although it is 
possible thut, biter, as is the enre with 
iminv of the big English freighters, 
enough cabins will be built to accommo- 
date a dozen or so select travelers. 1 he 
ships of the Glen line, for instance, are 
nominnllv cargo boats, but they have ex- 
cellent passenger accommodations be- 
side and are able to obtain higher prices 
for passage to China than even the re- 
gular passenger steamships. 

"Each of the Grent Northern s freight- 
ers will have four masts, but these masts 
will carry powerful derricks instead of 
siiN There will be some sails earned 
aboard these ships, as there are on the 
Transatlantic steamships, but it is very 
seldom nowadays that a big steamship 
has to hoist a R'til. If there is an utter 
breakdown of nil the engines the acci- 
dent usimllv occurs in one of the regular 
steamship lines, which are as well trav- 
eled as a country street, 
down steamship, theref

Fair Run on Rivers* Inlet But 
Elsewhere Packs Are 
jus. Small, 
i wr ^ | 

Steamer BoseowltZ arrived last night 
from Nuns and way ports bringing news 
of the BlUmon run in the north, nnd in as 
far as the Skeena and Naas rivers are 
concerned, the news is not as encourag- 
ing as was expected. The run on the 
Naas has been very poor, and on the 
Skeena, the pack will be about half that 
which the eanners expected to be able 
to put up. The Rivers Inlet canneries 
will probably Jill up, but at Naniu, Lowe 
Inlet, and Alert Bay, in fact elsewhere 
than at Rivers Inlet the salmon have run 
poorly so far, and this being late in the 
season, a poor pack is therefore expected 
m the north. 

On Rivers Inlet the packs of the ean- 
ners run Hum s j x thousand to nine thou- 
sand cases, and tishoruien were taking 
an average of about 150 lish to the boat 
when the Boscowitz was there. There 
is any amount of salmon iu Rivers In- 
let this year, for, the expected large run 
seemingly came alright, after the three 
poor seasons, but the water is too clear 
io catch the salmon. The water being 
clear and cold the salmon go deep, and 
pass under the nets. Seme big eatches 
have been made, however, by individual 
lishenuen, nnd one ease was noted where 
a fishermen made a take of nearly a 
thousand tish. Unable to secure all the 
tish he hail in his net, he loaded seven 
hundred in his boat, and then cut lin- 
net to retain the remaining number, but, 
while hi' was absent unloading the large 
boatload of tish, other lishermon found 
the [lieee of net and relieved it of its 
intents, leaving the empty net for the 
returning fisherman. 

t>n the Skeena the run has been poor, 
and as the fishermen are already begin- 
ning to take many humpbacks, the sock- 
eye run seemed to be Hearing the end. 
The canneries all have small packs, the 
highest being the two canneries at the 
bend, the Northern Pacific and British 
American, the latter of which had about 
9.000 cases and the other about 4.(100 
cases. 1'eter Herman's cannery had 
about six thousand cases, the Windsor 
had (1,-1(1(1 and Inverness had a low pack, 
somewhere between three and four thou- 
sand eases. Two or three of the Skeena 
river canneries were beginning to put 
up humpbacks. 

The daily catch on the Skeena seems 
to vary a great deal, for while one day 
the lishenuen manage to secure nil aver- 
age of about one hundred lish to the 
next day, they may not g

This being the "silly season," the pa- 
pers are discussing things of a not very 
pressing character, and one of them is the 
difference in pronunciation of English 
words on opposite sides of the Ati antic, 
Some of the alleged pronunciations in 
vogue in educated society in England are 
certainly rather startling, as for exam 
pie, that of Marbro for Marlborough, 
the authority in this instance being no 
less a personage than His Majesty Ed 
ward VII. Of course one cannot tell 
just what is meant by this without 
knowing just how the writer of the arti- 
cle, in which the statement is made, 
would pronounce M-a-r-b-r-n. He may 
give it an intonation very different to 
what you would, O, more or less gent! > 
reader. In the old French chanson the 
pronunciation of the name of Queen 
Anne's fatuous general is as though it 
were written Mnrlbrock, but this was 
probably a Parisian vulgarism, although 
it had the sanction of Louis XIV., le 
Grand Monarque, This pronunciation 
still survives in such parts of Quebec 
where the song is sung, the air being 
that very familiar one to which the Eng- 
lish words beginning: 

"We'll not go home till morning," 
are set. Originally this air was a boat- 
ing song of the Seine watermen, and so 
when in a jolly moment you give vent 
to the catchy refrain, you may know 
that you are singing an old French clas- 
sic, which is older even than "Sally in 
Our Alley." or "God Save the King" It 
is just possible that we are not correct 
in the reference to the National Anthem, 
for although the claim is made that the 
author of both these hitter airs lived in 
the early part of the eighteenth century, 
it seems to be well established that an 
air vers similar to it is sung by all the 
great races of Central Europe, including 
even the Hungarians. Now Prof. Muller 
argues that because the word "cat" in a 
modified form is found in all the Indo- 
European languages applied to the 
'•harmless necessary" household creature 
of which Goldsmith (It was Goldsmith, 
wasn't it 7) writes, we may infer that 
cats were domesticated before the sev- 
eral branches of the Indo-European race 
broke away from the parent stem, so we 
may arguo that our National Anthem be- 
ing the common property of so man? 
peoples, was sung in the days when the 
Tower of Babel was in course of erec- 
tion, But this is only by the way, and 
we have certainly strayed some distance 
from the subject of this article, and can 
only plead in justification that we said 
at tlie outset thai this is the silly sea- 
son. 

But to return to our muttons, as they 
used to say in "gay ■ I'aree," the diver- 
gence in pronunciation between England 
and the United States, and perhaps we 
might say in Canada as well, is due to 
the fact that in England usage settles 
the pronunciation, while in America the 
dictionary is the test. Now. as every 
one knows, it is impossible to convey 
an accurate idea of pronunciation bj 
letters. For example: You can no more 
express by letters the best pronunciation 
of the word "girl" than you can that of 
the French word "Monsieur." People 
spoke English properly long before any- 
one thought it necessary to write a dic- 
tionary- In the good old days when the 
noble army of "goutletnen adventurers," 
of whom Kipling tells us in his ''Song 
of the English," wen- conquering those 
Dominions beyond Seas, of which His 
Majesty is to be crowned King ne.it 
June, there was liberty in all things, in- 
cluding spelling, and no man felt bound 
by that abominable conservatism lament 
ed by Artemus Ward, which prohibit; 
him from spelling the same word in more 



shield to come up and be sworn. The 
gallant captain sat in h : s place-, although 
called several times, until at length the 
counsel came to him and told him to take 
the stand.

'Probably the long-suffering reader has 
by this time concluded that he is not go- 
ing to learn much about how to pro- 
nounce words from this article, and he 
can bet what he likes on that proposi- 
tion. But we cannot help it. It is de- 
monstrable that our forefathers said 
"fetch," when they meant what we mean 
when we say "touch." Hence it is right 
to speak of a person easily irritated as 
one who is tetchy, and we can quote 
Shakespeare as authority. Now what 
is tho use of attempting to give ruies for 
guidance in pronouncing such a lan- 
guage'.' In religious matters it has been 
said that the heterodoxy of one genera- 
tion is the orthodoxy of the next, and so 
in pronunciation, the correct style of 
one century is the vulgarism of the next, 
or vice versa, and you do not always have 
to wait for anything like a century for 
the change.

The value of a personal 
following in the House is .something, but 
better than that is the knowledge of the 
members that the country is. behind the 
Premier. Mr. Dunsmuir has never 
sought to be a persona! leader. His am- 
bitions do not run in that direction at 
all. He does not care at all about poli- 
tical leadership. But he does desire to 
enjoy the confidence of the people of the 
province, where practically his whole 
life has been spent, and where his whole 
vast interests are centred. As a Brit- 
ish Columbian, he would like to be able 
to do something for British Columbia, 
and that not for the prestige which 
would attach thereto, but because he is 
thoroughly loyal to the province. We 
feel sure that if lie thought his surrend- 
er of office would promote in any way 
tho welfare of British Columbia, he 
would promptly hand his resignation to 
tho Lieutenant-Governor. Such a pre- 
mier is not concerned about the question 
of personal following. His only desire js 
to do what is right.

pronouncing words, the Briton refused 
to bow his stubborn neck, and lie went j 
on sounding them just as he pleased, hut I are the 
on this side of the water the dictionary 
makers attempted successfully to control 
not only the pens. but. the tongues of 
the people. In 1N2N Noah Webster felt 
moved to write a dictionary. It was ,i 
great work, fail of erudition and other 
things. That was before the day wb 
contemptuous Britons used to ssk :"Who 
reads an American book?" for Ameri 
can literature had not heen born. Web 
ster's Dictionary was the first, assertion 
of intellectual America to rank beside 
the best intellect of the Old World, and 
Webster's fellow-countrymen accepted 
bis work as a standard for everything 
dealt with between its covers. If he said 
that a word was to be pronounced in a 
certain way, it was so pronounced, and 
three or four generations of school 
ma'ams have been impressing it upon 
tho young and rising generation ever 
since. Meanwhile in England, usnge has 
been determining pronunciation, and 
usage varies not only with every genera- 
tion hut with locality. Lord John Bus- 
sell is credited with having certain very 
old-fashioned forms of pronunciation, 
which grated harshly upon the ears of 
his contemporaries. The King's Eng- 
lish may possibly not be the best Eng- 
lish. If he drops the "1" out of Marl- 
borough, we should think it was not. 
However this may be. names do not af- 
ford a fair test. Down on Cape Cod 
there once lived, nnd he may live there 
now, an old sea-dog whose; name wan 
spelled "Crowninshield," and was pro- 
bably derived from the fact that the 
arms of his family were a crown in a 
shield. One day he was summoned as a 
witness to Boston, and when his turn 
came, the crier of tho court, wkje in die- 



We live to he happy, wise men tell 
us, and all the work we do is a means 
to that end.

Tho Finance Minister Discusses Soma 
of the Points Touchud Upon. 



lion. J. II. Turner, Finance Minister, 
in response to a request from the Col- 
onist, has given us the following state- 
ment in regard -to sonic of the more seri- 
ous matters dealt with in the. Memorial 
presented to the -Governor-General by 
the Mining Association. Mr. Turner 
was asked: 

"■The Memorial says that the expense 
of governing the province is liL! per cent, 
of the revenue. Is this correct'.'' 1 

"I do not know what is meant by the 
expenso of governing, but if it is tlie to- 
tal of civil government salaries and the 
cost of collection of revenue," said Mr. 
Turner, "the statement is quite inac- 
curate. These charges iu the years end- 
ing June :i(l ultimo, were 55284,81)5, and 
as the revenue was $1,757,408, it fol- 
lows that the percentage was under l&y>. 
If the expense of administering justice 
is included, the percentage is just over 
20 per cent. For the current year the 
total, including the cost of administering 
justice, is estimated at §387,012, on a 
revenue of $2,140,751, or IX per cent. 
For the current year civil 
service salaries and collection 
of revenue only .total at $266,- 
080, or V-Vi per cent. These charges 
are steadily decreasing in their propor- 
tion to the revenue, having been 23V. 
per cent, in 1S00." 

'"What about the municipal taxation 
on mining'.'" 

"It is open to question if the mines in 
this province are affected at all by this 
taxation, which appears to have been in- 
eluded in the Memorial in order to swell 
the total." 

"The 'Memorial says that taxation in 
this province is §46.77 per capita. What 
do you understand by this?" 

"I am not quite clear what is meant, 
but the actual amount of taxes paid to 
Juno 30, 1000, was §392,098, or $:i ~>7 
per cent, on a population of 11(1,000. 
This included all the provincial taxes, 
namely, the real property, personal pro- 
perty, income, wild land, revenue, min- 
eral nnd coal taxi's. The compiler of 
the Memorial, to bolster up bis case, has 
included such charges as liquor licences, 
marriage licenses, and so on, which are 
no more lo be classed with taxation than 
is rent." 

"Will you kindly deal with the matter 
of taxes on mines, as this is perhaps the 
most important feature of the discus- 
sion " 

"The compilers state that there is :i 
steady increase of taxation, but the 
revenue derived from mineral lax does 
not indicate this, When this tax was 
originally brought before the legislature, 
the rate fixed was 2 per cent., but 
after interviewing many deputations of 
mine owners from Kootenay, and after 
an exhaustive discussion of the whole 
subject, it was decided to make the rate 
1 per cent. The government waa assur- 
ed by these deputations that this lower 
rate would bring iu at least §100,000, 
but the actual receipts only am i inied 
to §20,788, and at the 2 per cent, rate for 
the year ending 30th June, 1001, pro- 
duced in the neighborhood of §70,00'), 
whilst the product of the mines has quad- 
rupled. Before the mineral taxes was 
put on mines were la.xed in the stuie 
way as other property — i.e., in real es- 
tate, personal property, income o- wild 
land — but on the imposition of this tax, 
they were exempted from all these. Tt 
is certain that under the old form of tax- 
ation many mines, probably all, wuU 
pay more than under the mineral tax. 
And a point especially _to be noted is that 
under the present system a mine until 
actually shipping ore is entirely free from 
taxation, though at the same time, as i-. 
evident from the votes for expendit.iK' 
very large sums of money have to be pro 
vided by tho province tor roads, trails 
bridges, etc., in order to enable the m'li 
er« to develop their properties. At least 
§200,000 of the expenditure voted for 
the present year on such works may ho 
placed to works for the benefit of inini-vj 
development iu the province, whilst the 
total revenue estimated from mincr.-i] 
tax is §80.000.

It 
has always been felt by the government 
that low grade ore might under tin- 
method of assessment laid down in tin 
act, be more heavily taxed in proportion 
to profit than ore of richer quality. With 
a view to remedy any such unf.airnes: 
if it exists, most careful investigation 
has been and is being made by the gov- 
ernment into the whole system of taxa- 
tion, with the object of introducing an 
act: at the next session that will, if it 
is possible, fairly adjust the incidence 
of all taxation. At the same time it 
must not be forgotten that in all mining 
countries mines are subject I ■ taxation, 
and in most the taxation is much heavier 
than in British Columbia. If wc take 
Natal, for instance, we find mines at" 
subject to pay: Mining claim, £2 per 
month; machinery stand. 10s. per month: 
royalty I'j per cent, on value of mineral 
at mine (not net value). 

"In the State of Iowa mines are as- 
sessed as real property, at one-fourth 
of market value, and pay this from the 
commencement, whether making a profit 
or loss. 

"In Illinois, mines are assessed at 
full value as real estate or personal pro- 
perty, ami the shares of the same mines 
are also taxed. 

"In Colorado, mines arc taxed at one- 
fifth of gross income, and to this is lidd- 
ed the value of all improvements and 
works on mine, and the shares are also 
taxed. 

"In almost all of the states, In fact, 
mines arc taxed higher than in British 
Columbia, and they get little in return, 
an roads, trails, etc., are not made and 
kept in order by the state to anything 
like tlie extent of these works in British 
Columbia. In fact, the mine companies 
have as a rule to make their own roads. 

"As I have said, if this province fol- 
lowed the old system of taxing mines as 
real and personal prop-arty, a much 
larger revenue would be derived, but it 
certainly would more injuriously affect 
most mines than the present system.

Our Lord) expounded and enlarged and 
deeply spiritualized the moral law, but 
Ho did not destroy it (Matt. v. 17.) lie 
did not minimize the Importance of the 
Sabbath. Ho taught that deeds of mercy 
nnd works of necessity wore pennissibUfc 
and in this sense declared that "the Sab- 
bath was made for man, and not man for 
the Sabbath." It is only necessary to 
see the connection in which the words 
of Murk ii. 27 occur, in order to see 
that that is their true interpretation. 
Tho day was ordained f r bodily rest — 
that is, physical and mental, lint that 
is not nil. It was to be also a day for 
spiritual rest and refection, the rest 
of the weary coming to Jesus (Matt. xi. 
28.) That is the truest and highest 
sense in which it ran bo a day of rest. 
Holiday-makers forget this when t'icy 
seek only physical and mental recreation 
on Sunday. 

To "keep holy" has its positive as well 
ns its negative side. -Not only not to do 
evil, but actually to do good. That which 
is secular is not holy, though it mav 
not bo nf such a character as to bo un- 
holy. When we turn to sec how modern 
England keeps tho Sabbath, we find a 
growing disregard for its sanctity, anil 
we have the strongest warrant of 'Scrip- 
ture for saying that our Saviour, in his 
interpretation of tho fourth command- 
ment, never countenanced such a laxity 
of 'Sabbath observance ns is apparent iii 
the present day. It is nothing more with 
some than an opportunity for physical 
and mental enjoyment, nnd the highest 
part of human nature is lost sight of— 
the soul with its pressing needs starving 
for want of ministration to it of spiritual 
things. The substitutes can never satisfy. 
Excursions, picnics, museums, picture- 
galleries, . works of art and things of 
that kind, can never supply tho needs 
of mnn's highest being. Moreover, tho 
provision now made for such /unuso- 
ments entails n vast amount of labor on 
those who nro already hard at work on 
six days in the week. Are .they to have 
no day of rest? 

The calm nnd restful .character of the 
old English Sunday seems to he fast dis- 
appearing, and the lamentable habits of 
continental nations are gaining ground 
in every quarter.

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T LIE PRECEDENCE OK BISHOPS. 

Sir,— I am not surprised at the resentment 
felt by Mr. Itowc and the clergy or other 
denominations, at what appears to be the 
slight to which they have been subjected 
by omission from the Order of Precedency. 
On the other hand I must beg to assure liini 
that this is not the work of some petty 
official "dressed in a little brief authority," 
who is thus exhibiting his private preju- 
dices. It Is simply due to the fact that 
colonial bishops of the Church of England 
were originally crown officers, appointed 
by letters patent, and thus obtaining nil 
official recognition not accorded to other 
■clergy who were regarded as private per- 
sons. Once admlted that Bishops be re- 
cognized as such, their position must per- 
force be regulated bv that of Bishops of 
the Church of England In England, and 
that is the reason why they appear to oc 
cupy so prominent a place. By a kind < 
analogy the same has been accorded t 
Roman Catholic and other Bishops and 
the principle has become so firmly establish 
ed thai this particular order of ministers 
should receive recognition mat It would 
be a difficult problem for the colonial of- 
flee to depart from It. If there was any 
chance made It could only be by depriving 
the Itlshons of their precedence, not by 
according It to other clergy, for this latter 
course would practically swamp coremon 
Inl with parsons. 11 condition which I am 
sure Mr. Howe would regrel as much as I 
should. Our proper place is In our own 
churches, and 1 think we are rather to he 
congratulated than otherwise that the 
sour grimes of our fathers are out of the 
reach of their children's teeth

INDIAN GARVTXGS. 

Fine Collection nf Works of Native Ar- 
tists Exhibited by n Johnson 
Street Dealer. 

Within the last few days Mr. L-nnds- 
hers, of Johnson street, has received 
from Consl points six eases of Indian 
curios, which added to the extorsive nil- 
leetion he previously had, nnkes quite 
a large assortment of the weird and fan- 
tastic looking objects nsunlly denomin- 
ated Indian carvings. In the lot are some 
very old examples of the lnmdicrnfj o* 
the aborigine in t lie form of harpoons 
made of pieces of iron filed to a point 
and lashed to n hone hnrli. Some Indian 
rope made from the hark of the ced"r 
tree shows considerable ingenuity in 
manufacture, nnd so closely nre the 
strands laid that the rope, although 
small, is capable of supporting a very 
heavy weight. 

Medicine men's rattles in the usnnl 
crude carved iinil painted style of tiro 
; Const Indians are represented by n very 
extensive assortment in their collection. 
iMnsks used at the various dance's are 
shown, some of which for IHdcousnoss 
almost beggar description. Tn the de- 
signing ami mnnufncTure of these very 
considerable ingenuity is often displtiypri. 
particularly iii -what might be called 
"tiki;'' masks for rapid change offettk 



Russia's famous political prison 011 
gloomy Saghalien island was recently 
tho scene of a horrible massacre, if the 
statements published by the Amur cor- 
respont of the Viedoniosti are to bo be- 
lieved. Identical reports were published 
in Hongkong in brief form and news al- 
so reached Nagasaki, Japan, by fishing 
schooners, bearing upon the terrible tale. 
The Russian authorities suppressed the 
despatches and suspended tho native pa- 
pers that published them, bill entered no 
denial, simply explaining that there hnd 
been an uprising among the convicts and 
that harsh measures had been adopted 
to put down the insurrection. 

Trouble started in the prison in tho 
curly purl of June, when the prison gov- 
ernor imposed hard tasks mi the 12. mill 
men nnd women held at the desolnte pen- 
al colony on charges varying from con- 
spiracy against the government to thai 
of murder. At best, the work of a 
prisoner, which consists of cutting legs 
in the black forest near the place and 
hauling the same to the coast, is very 
heavy. Double tasks were imposed and 
the convicts complained. To cheek tho 
disturbance the governor ordered all of 
the convicts of one sect inn of the prison 
to be Hogged. Llclays of guards were 
told off for the work. Men and women 
were beaten unmercifully. A political 
exile named Sokolenko asked for an au- 
dience with the governor and protested 
bitterly to him. At the time three wo- 
men and a man were being beaten. So- 
kolenko gave vent to an expression of 
contempt, whereupon the governor shot 
him dead. 

Instantly the yards were in a tumult. 
The convicts rushed at the guards and 
those who could secure no sort of 
weapon fought with lists. The guard 
was beaten hack, but a fresh detach- 
ment arrived nnd firing began. The 
prisoners took to cover, bill were hunt ml 
nut like rats from their holes and bc- 
foro the day's bloody work was over 
forty-six were dead in the prison yard 
and oyer fifty wounded. A number of 
the soldiers were killed The rigorous 
discipline of Saghalien has been made 
doubly obnoxious, and misery is in store 
for those who were fortunate enough 
to be in the yards when the revolt oc- 
curred. 

It is said thai aiming the killed and 
wounded were a number of women who 
fought with even more desperation than 
the men, shouting, "Down with tyraunv-

The real truth conci-m- 
iug the state of affairs at the prison 
will never be known, as the government 
allows no ope to visit there without iron- 
clad permits mid passports, and these al- 
low only 11 short, visit and certain parts 
of the prison are barred entirely from 
the curious traveler or student.

Tumor Removed From a Girl in n 
Hypnotic Trance. 

. At Rochester, N. Y.. on July 22 the 
first successful operation known to 
medical science on this continent upon a 
patient while in a hypnotic sleep was 
performed at the .New York Inatitutc of 
Physicians nnd Surgeons upon Miss 
Ktlialyn M. Depew, who was suffering 
from tumor.

Professor Thomas P. Adkin, president 
of the Institute. She was 11 good sub- 
ject, and soon after Professor Adkin, in 
a quiet, conversational tone told her 
that she was going to sleep, and that 
her repose would he of the most pain- 
less mid pleasant character, she lost 
consciousness, and lay as one under the 
spell r»f the most powerful anaesthetic. 

I>r. U R. [Inwley, 11 staff surgeon, 
then mnde an incision three inches long 
and two inches deep and removed the 
morbid growth. The wound was then 
closed nnd stitched up. and the surgeon 
find his assistants stood aside while 
Professor Adkin undertook the awaken- 
ing of tlie patient.

DAIRY STOCK FOB PROFIT. 



IC wo :u-e to get the greatest possible 
profit out of :i dairy cow, she must bo 
brought up right. She must be fed 
right from the start. One must have a 
clear and definite idea of whait ho wapts, 
and work to that end from the begin- 
liing. What is wanted is a cow capably 
<of consuming, digesting and turning food 
into milk. Wo do not want the cow to 
turn her food into flesh and body-fat, ex- 
cepting just enough to keep up h.'i 
strength and health. 

To get such a cow the calf must no* 
be fed on food that is too fattening. Tha 
calf should be - fed its mother's whole 
milk for a week, then substitute skim- 
milk for a part of her feed, gradually 
increasing the proportion of? skim-milk 
till, in about two weeks, the milk nun- 
bo all skimmed. "When the change is 
made to skim-milk it is best to add a lit- 
tle oil-meal gruel or flax-seed jelly. A 
tablesponnful of oil-meal a day i.s enough 
at first, but it may be gradually increas- 
ed to two tablespoon fuls. 

The oll-meol is prepared by dissolv- 
ing it in hot water and mixing it with 
the milk. The flax-seed jelly is made 
by boiling the seed. This can" be mixed 
with the milk. Not more than half as 
much flax-seed should be fed as oil-meal- 
The milk should always, especial'y 
when the calf i.s young, be fed warm anil 
sweet. .1111' warmed to blood heat. Tt i-* 
better to feed three times a day when 
the calf is voiing. The amount of milk 
tt f'-ed the "calf will vary greatly. Judg- 
ment uiiift be used, bat be sure and not 
f-- > I t'.i> mi"'h. It will do ito feed 10 to 
12. or even 15, pounds a dnv when young, 
anil this can be increased some as the 
calf grows older. 

The calf should be induced, as soon as 
possible to eat hnv and oatw. Rome ni<" 
early-cut clover hay should ho put. before | 
it. Oats limy be put in its mouth, or oil 
the (Mid of its wet nose, anil then it will; 
Ian out ils tongue ami eel some of the 
oats in its mouth. 

T keep up this kind of feed till die calf 
is fl or 8 months old. This kind of food 
will make it grow rapidly, build up its 
frame anil muscles: but it will n«1 make 
a dairy-bred calf fat. If it has been in- 
duced 'to eat the coarse fodder, wwsiblv 
by having thnt of ithe besl nnnlity and 
most palatable kinds furnished it in good 
variety, then the ealf will develop a lnrge 
stomach and great capacity for handling 
and digesting good. 

1 prefer calves dropped in the fall, 
then, after the milk mid other winter 
feed is taken from them, they should be 
put on good pasture where they will 
keep right on growing. The next win- 
ter they should 1>.> fed mt a good mnsele- 
forming ration like clover hay, witli a 
little bran or a few oats, with corn fod- 
der and straw for a variety. 

If a~he|fer calf. T care not how well- 
bred in dairy linos she may be. is allow- 
ed to run with her mother, and hare an 
abundant supply of whole milk till she is 
Pi months old, she will be permanently 
injured for n dairv cow. If. in addition 
to this, she should be fed fattening foods, 
like timothy buy and corn and kept 
very fat up to the time of becoming a 
cow, and you then ask her to give you 
a good lot of milk, she will, as Prof, I. 
P. Roberts says, say to you, "I cannot, 
yon taught me how to make tallow.'' 

I lay great stress on this point of 
bringing no tin' heifer right and keeping 
her from forming the beef habit. I havo 
.seen too many heifers that ought to 
have turned out superior cows make 
very ordinnrv ones from this cause 
They would give a good mess of 
milk for a short time, then the (low 
would fall oft. and if good feeding was 
resorted to. to keen it up, the beef habit 
would assert itself, and meat would be 
made instead of milk- 

The heifer should commence the busi- 
ness of her life that is. giving milk, at 
about two years of age. After coming 
in she should be fed but little grain or 
concentrated food for a feu- days, flood 
hay and a little bran at tit'^t is enough. 
The grain feed can be gradually increas- 
ed till in three or four weeks she is on 
full food. 

Now she should be fed to her full ra- 
pacity. By that: I mean all the food she 
can consume, digest and turn into milk. 
It takes ,-i certain amount of food to 

sustain life. This we call tie' f 1 of 

support, which if from one-half to two-, 
thirds of '•full feed." The only pnrt of; 
the food we get any return from is what 
is fed in excess of the food of support. 
If only the food of suport is given to the 
cow she can only lige and -an give no 
mill; without taking it from her carcase. 
This she cannot do except for a short 
time, and in feeding that way we sim- 
ply throw away the feed we give. 

Let us sunose that the food of support 
of a certain cow would cost (> cents a 
day; and suppose this cow would con- 
sume and make good use of 10 cents 
worth of the same kinds of food per day 
and mi this she would produce one pound 
of butter. Now we have (! cents food of 
support and -1 cents food of production 
making 10 rents as the food cost of a 
pound of butter 

Now, supnse we attempt to economise 

by cutting down the f 1 to s cents per 

tiny- Then we would, have »i cents food 
of support ami 2 ecu's food of produc- 
tion, which could produce only one-half 
pound of butter per day, making the 
food cost <>f a pound of butter two days' 
feed or 10 cuts. 

Suppose wo should try still further to 
economise in feeding this cow, ami feed 
only 7 cents' worth of food a day. Then 
we could have (I cio.ts fond of support 
and 1 cent fund of product inn, which 
could proline,, only one-fourth pound of 
butter, or it would take four days at 7 
cents a day. or is cents in feed, to pro- 
duce a pound of butter. 

The poorer we feed the greater will 
l,i' the cost of a quart of milk or a pound 
of butter of a pound of el sc. 

Although I iidvocate feeding to full 
capacity on the score of economy aud 
profit in production, yet I ihi mil advise 
feeding all the grain or concentrated 
food the cow will cat. to the exclusion of 
some of the coarse fodder .--lie ought to 
cat, especially where, :is is usually the 
ease, the same fond elements cos! less 
in the form of coarse fodder than in 
concentrated, 

Besides this, a cow is equipped with a 
stomach ami digestive organs made for 
handling coarse fodder and we have 
brought up our heifer in such a way as 
to develop her capacity for handling it. 
therefore a large proportion of her daily 
ration must he of coarse fodder, or she 
cannot be in good health. 

On the other hand, a good dairy cow 
cannot eat enough of bulky fodder to do 
her best and therefore she must have 
some grain or concentrated food. But 
the question is, what proportion of her 
food should he concentrated '! 

My rule is that about one-third and 
never more than one-half, of the entire 
weight of her daily food should be con- 
ceal rated. This is only a general rule, 
which needs to he modified to suit each 
individual cow. 

I feed grain food somewhat in propor- 
tion to the amount of milk or butter a 
cow can be made to produce, those that 
can be made to produce the most getting 
the most grain, and those that do not Te- 
spoml to the grain food well in milk, 
bat go laying on flesh, should have less. 

The feeder must watch his cows and 
sec what they do with their food; watch 
to see that they eat it up clean with a 
good appetite; watch to see that it is 
well digested, and watch to see what is 
done with it whether it goes to the milk- 
paii or on the cow's back. 

No more food should be given n cow 
tlinn she will oat up nt one time. Have 
nono left over in the manger to be muss- 
ed over and breathed on- Sho -will eat 
more and do bettor if she is fed in this 
vraz- , . . j . .-.>. i a _ 



Cows should he fed a properly balanced 
ration. Experience has demonstrated 
that the proportionof digestible protein 
and carbohydrates should bo about as 
one to live and a half or six. 

The chemist examines the amouut of 
the different elements in the food, and 
tells us what, in bis opinion, a cow ought 
to produce with it, but the cow must bo 
consulted before the final verdict can be 
rendered. The food must he palatable 
to her or she will not eat it. It must be 
eusil" digested or she cannot use it. It 
must be healthful for her or it will 
make her sick. 

All cows do not want to be fed alike. 
Cows that are inclined t" put on fat 
should bo fed less of the carbohydrates, 
I such as is contained in corn; and more 
t protein food, like gluten food, oil-meal, 
buck -wheat middlings, e.c, while those 
that are inclined to milk down too thin 
should be fed more corn or other carbon- 
aceous food. 

The feeder should study to give cows 
as great variety of fund as possible. 
They love a variety as well as we do, 
and if allowed freedom to get a variety, 
will have it, and do much better than if 
confined to one or two kinds of feed, no 
matter how good those foods may be. 

Green succulent food is better for milk 
production than the same kind of food 
cut and dried, no matter bow carefully 
cured. We should always provide some 
good soiling: crop for time of summer 
drouth, so that cows should never be 
without succulent food in summer. In 
winter they do much better If fed .suc- 
culent food- We cannot havo grass, nor 
green corn fodder, but we can have the 
next thing to it, we can have silage. 

The cost of producing milk can be 
greatly reduced b>' means of the silo. 
It reduces the cost of feed and in- 
creases the How of milk above what can 
he obtained by feeding all dry feed. 
The cheapest and best way to provide 
summer feed to help out dry pastures is 
by having a summer silo. 

Succulent food may also be provided 
for winter by raising roots, hut they re- 
quiro more labor than silage does, to 
provide the same amount of food value. 

Regularity in feeding is of groat im- 
portance. Cows should be fed as nearly 
as possible at the same time each day, 
then they will not lie worried waiting 
for their feed. 

Many good dairymen allocate feeding 
but twice a day while others insist that 
it is better to i'eed three times. 1 have 
always been in the habit of feeding 
three times a day witli coarse fodder and 
twice ti day with grain. Perhaps th 
cows would do just as well to leave on 
their noon feed of fodder, 
and give more night and 
morning, after they got used to it. 
but I am sure they would not at first; 
and I have never had the heart to dis- 
appoint them by not giving them their 
noon feed. 1 think this having feed 
three times or only twice a day is a 
matter of habit with cows, the same as 
it i.s with men. 

The most important thing in the care 
of cows i.s to see that they arc comfor- 
table. They cannot do well unless they 
have comfort. Don't have them lie mi a 
bare plan]; floor, or, worse still, on a 
bare cement floor. Give them a good, 
clean, evenly-made up straw bed, then 
they can lie down in comfort, and will 
lie down and chew the cud most of the 
time, standing up only long enough to 
eat and he milked* 

The temperature of the stable should 
ho comfortable, never getting down be- 
low freezing. At the same time the ven- 
tilation should he such that the air 
would be pure and healthful. 

(lows should have water at least twice 
a day, and that at a temperature that 
soils them, which is surelv not ice-water 
but 20 to ,",0 degrees above. They 
should have free access to salt, or it 
should be given them every day, from 
one to two ounces per cow. 

Cows should never be'Ieft out of doors 
when the weather is uncomfortable. 
They may be turned out in a yard well 
sheltered from (he wind OH pleasant, 
sunshiny days in the winter for two or 
three hours, hut when the weather is 
very cold or stormy, if they are not 
watered in the stable, which is the liest 
way they should he oaf only long enough 
to drink from a tank a few feel away 
from the barn and then immediately 
allowed to go back. 

It is cruel, as well as unprofitable, to 
let: cows stay out in the pasture during a 
cold October rnin. One day's exposure to 
such weather will cause the owner ser- 
ious loss by shrinking of the milk. If 
a cow is made to shrink in milk from 
-neb a cause she can never he brought 
back to the amount she would have 
given if fin.' shrinkage had not occurred. 

Avoid getting cows excited. Driving 
cows with a dog is very expensive busi- 
ness. A boy mounted on a horse does 
not always drive cows as gently as he 
should. Anul excitteuient of any kTml, 
whether it he from a dog or ti hoy chas- 
ing them, blows and rough treatment, 
loud and angry talk in the stable where 
they are, will cause tlie How of milk 
to decrease, and it nearly always les- 
sens the per cent, of butter fat in the 
milk they do give. 

I have known two cows to have a 
hard fought battle in the yard where all 
lihe cows were, and not only the combat- 
ants, but nearly all the resit of tftie cows 
shrunk considerably in milk in conse- 
quence of the excitement. Be gentle 
and kind to cows always, they will pay 
you for it in good milk. 

The milk'in* should be done in such a 
way as to please the cow by not causing

her pain, and yet got the milk as quick- 
ly as possible. Get all the milk but do 
not keep on stripping after you have got 
it. 

Some persons will go on and :»11 you 
just how to do it, how to take hold ol' 
the teats, ivhieh to milk first, and so 
on. but. I think no rule can be Riven that 
will apply to every cow. Tin" milker 
must liml out by practice just how to 
accomplish the desired object wk'h each 
row, and when he has round out the 
best way, milk her the same way every 
time. 

It is best not to change milkers, but 
have the same milkers milk the same 
cows every time. Milk in the lame or- 
der every time. When yon have been in 
the habit of beginning at one end ol' a 
row of cows and talcing them by course 
riglhl along through you will notice that 
when yon have about done with one 
cow. tin' milk will begin to drop from the 
next one to her. She is ready to be 
milked, and then is the time to milk her. 
But, if instead, you should go to th" 
other end of the line, ami get around 
to her half an hour later, her mill; will 
in»t "eorne down" as readily as it would 
if taken at the right 'lime, there will not 
be ns much of it. ami if tested will he 
found to he poor in butter fat. 

As a rale it is best to have cows go 
dry (> to S weeks, hut there are some 
persistent milkers that, it is difficult to 
dry up at least I! or 4 weeks before com- 
ing fresh, it is better to continue milk- 
ing fight along. If you succeed in dry- 
ing her only a week or two before com- 
ing in, the elm hits are that she will 
give very lit 1 1 - • mill; when she does 
come in. and pciflinpa fail entirely in 
milk. lint the ruses n.iv very rare in- 
deed where by the exercise of proper 
skill, a cow cannot be well dried up 4 
to (i weeks before coming in. 

To mnnagc a heifer, of n highly organ- 
ized dairy temperament, when she comes 
in with iier first calf, in such a way as 
to make her as good a cow as she is ca- 
pable of being, requires tact and skill 
of a high order. After years of experi- 

eni ncl trying various ways, I have 

come to the conclusion, that, all things 
considered, the quicker the calf is taken 
from the heifo,- the better for all parties 
concerned. If the calf is allowed to suck 
several days, the cow becomes much 
more attached to it. and will mourn 
more fid be mor« likely to withhold her 
milk than iC they were separated at 
firs-.. 

To succeed .the best, lite milker must, 
in some measure, take the place of the 
calf in the affections of the cnw. It 
quires extreme- gentleness and kindness, 
and much petting on the part of the milk- 
er to accomplish this. Some persons, 
men especially, are failures in this re- 
spect, and consequently enn never lie 
good milkers. Certain it is, no ROW that

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MINES AND MINING 



By H. MORTIMER LAMB 



THE MINE UAL INDUSTRY. 

"The Mineral Industry, Its Statistics, 
Technology and Trade for 1901" lias just 
been published by the Scientific Publish- 
ing Company of New York, Tliis volume 
lias received wide fame as the most com- 
prehensive and valuable work on the sub- 
ject published in any language. Year 
by year it brings up the statistics of min- 
ing and the improvements in mining and 
metallurgical practice to date. As a re- 
ference book it is invaluable. Where it 
deals with the general data of mining 
it could nut be improved, and with re- 
Kurd to particular facts published in re- 
ference to other countries, 1 am unable 
to criticize it. But it must bo admitted 
thnl its information with regard to Can- 
ada ns a whole and British Columbia 
and Yukon in particular, its data are 
strikingly and alarmingly inaccurate. 

Under the head of copper mining in 
Canada it is painful to have it talking 
about the "Ironsides group in the Slo- 
can district": not to speak of learning 
for the first time that flic "St. Eugene 
mine at Moyie Kootenai" is a copper 
mine and has made its first shipment of 
ore. There is also si- striking want of 
proportion in its references to particular 
properties, mere prospects "being given 
the .same prominence as important mines. 
Accuracy, however, is bard enough to 
compass in Victoria and it must be much 
harder in New York.

THE STANDARD FYItlTIfJ 

Mr. E. J. Wilson superintendent of the 
Standard Pyritlc smelter at Boundary

"If the strike recently made on the 
Sunset, in Deadwood Camp, fills expec- 
tations, it is likely that the Standard 
Pyritlc Smelting Company will start its 
plant at Boundary Falls. B. lO. A big 
body of low-grade magnetite, carried in a 
lime gangue, has been opened on the sur- 
face of the Sunset," he continued "It 
has been partly opened on the 200-foot 
level and the work is under way to ex- 
ploit it on the 300-foot level. If it holds 
out, the mine will he in a position to 
give us regular tonnage. W e shall need 
fully 300 tons a day to justify ns in op- 
erating our smelter, and 100 tons, which 
is its maximum capacity, would he bet- 
ter still. With such low-grttdc ores as 
these, running about $0 to the ton, it is 
necessary to work the plant to its limit 
in order to get economy of operation. 

"The smelter as it stands represents 
an investment of over $100,000 by Mon- 
treal and Quebec people, who Torm the 

'Standard I'yritie S Itiing Company. 

It needs n few labor saving devices, but 
otherwise it is ready to he blown in at 
any time. Up to date, however, it lias 
not even been wanned. The trouble has 
been to get custom ores- The Boundary 
ores generally are so low grade that they 
will not pay two profits. A tonnage suf- 
ficient to work a smelter has not been 
opened by any of the mines outside of 
those that have close smelter connec- 
tions, The di'velopmcnl of the Sunset, 
however, promises to put us in a position 
to start our plant."

WHERE IS THE ESTKLLA? 

Some time ago a most valuable niece 
-of advice appeared, I believe, in the Min- 
ing Reporter to the editors of local min- 
ing newspapers to always, in describing 
a. property, say where it was. no matter 
how familiar to their editors its location 
might be. A case in point is given by 
an interesting description borrowed from 
the Fort Steele Prospector of the Es- 
tella and Uover claims. Here is evident- 
ly a development of much promise; but 
if the editor bad only added "the Estella

EXTIl ALATEll AL RIGHTS. 

Britisli Columbia jurisprudence is to 
be enriched with another long costly law- 
suit in which the question of extralateral 
rights -will be the main point at issue. It 
is fortunate for the province that that 
source of litigation has been done nway 
with for claims located since 1S02. The 
case is described as follows in the Nel- 
son Miner: 

"One of the most important suits 
which has been entered since the cel- 
ebrated War Eagle and Centre Star min- 
ing suit, will come up for hearing at the 
next sitting of the supreme court, in 
October. 

The case arises out of an action en- 
tered In- S. S. Taylor, K.O., on behalf 
of the Star Mining Company, of Sandon. 
owners of the Holier Fractional and 
Babbit Uaw claims, adjoining the Slncan 
Star, for §500,000 against the Byron N. 
White Comnnny owners of the Slncan 
Star. The latter compnny are following 
a lead, the apex of which they claim is 
on their property, whereas the Star Min- 
ing Company claim that the apes is on 
the Heber Fraction. 

The plaintiffs state that large quanti- 
ties of extraordinarily high grade ore has 
of late been taken from their property 
bv I he people nf the Byron N- White 
Company. 

The suit involves the difllcult nnd com- 
plex question of the apex, arising under 
the old mining hue. as all these elnims 
were staked in the years 1S01-02. nnd 
the properties in question are some of 
the most valuable in the Slncan. A re- 
ceiver and an injunction have been ap- 
plied for in connect ion with the suit.
